* IN the course of the discussions which have taken place in connection with 
the Commercial Convention, the question of the light dues has come under 

oonsMei^tiou^ ^ ooour to a copy of a Memorandum on this subject which has 

been prepared by Tigranc Pasha* This Memorandum was sent to mo with a private 
letter, in which Tignine Pasha expressed himself as follows 

«jc vous adresao ma note sur les pharos m voua laissant juge d y donner la 

suite quo you a jugere* luSceeaaire/* , . 

This note is not, therefore, to be taken as an official expression of opinion 
emanation from the Egyptian Government* There appears, indeed, to bo some 
difference of opinion amongst the Egyptian authorities as to the best course to adopt 
in this matter. Notably, Sir Edgar Vincent thinks it would bo far bettor not to mis© 
IKE. As, lunranr, the tutor has been brought to my notice, I think I had 
better inform your Loulship of how the case stands* ,. 

Article IX of the Angl^TurMsh Treaty of Commerce of 1881 provides for 
reciprocity of treatment in respect to "duties of tonnage, harbour, pilotage, lighthouse, 
nuanuitmo, and other similar or corresponding duties. 11 , T 

Article X (revised draft) of the Convention under discussion provides for 
reciprocity of treatment in respect to certain "special taxes and accessory customs 
duties/' The second clause of Article V also touches on the same subject. But in 
neither of these Articles i& specific mention made of lighthouses or of light dutxH* 

im B 
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Tigmuie Pn9ha!h argument is that unless light duos ate specifically mentioned in 
mo new Convention, the tight which, according to his view, was given to the Egyptian 
Government m virtue of the Treaty of 1801 to regulate those dues will lapse, He 
drawn apodal attention to Article 13 of the Tariff 1 published in July JS70 WhfeA m 
couohed in the following terms 

u Le present Tarif sera susceptible i'augmtmtafcioii on do diminutimi, stovant 
ltotafc du Budget dog Pharos, quo h Gouvomomont fora dresser ebaqan an hoc." 

Tliifl Article, though it clearly foreshadows the possibility of a change in the 
Tariff adopted in 1870, docs not of itself dacids the question of whether the Egyptian 
Government are or are not at liberty to Impose any light dues they choose. This is 
the iHoal paint at isatua, Tigmne Pasha's argument appears to me to hold good go 
tat that* if no mention is made of light dues in the Convention, the right of the 
Egyptian Government to impose such dues os it may think fit will lapse, and the 
imposition of those dues will lie regulated by the arrangement made m the years 
subsequent to 1801, notably in 1870. On the other hand, I conceive it to be equally 
true that if tm unqualified right be conferred on the Egyptian Government by the 
Convention, the obligations, if any, assumed by that Government in 1870 will 
themselves lapse, and the Convention alone will regulate the relations between Her 
Majesty's Government and the Egyptian Government on this subject. 

It becomes, therefore, important to ascertain, with as much precision ns possible, 
what ure the rights which the Egyptian Government pos«eaves in respect to this 
subject. 

I am, unfortunately, not able to discuss tills question fully, for tho archive* of the 
Agency, prior te the year 1975, have been sent to London, and a good many of the 
arduves of the Egyptian Government were destroyed in a fire at ~ Alexandria soma 
years ago. 

So far, however, as I am able to understand, whot took place in 1870 waa this: 
Before tho opening of the Sue* Canal the question of the light due* levied at 
Egyptian ports wns comparatively unimportant. Upon the opening of the Suox 
fbinnl, the question greatly increased in importance. It became a matter of special 
intercflt to Hot Majesty’s Government owing to the importance of tho British trade to 
the East. 

M, do Martino, the Italian Consul General, who, in 1870, tvs now, was the Doyen 
of the Diplomatic Corps in Cairo, Ima been kind enough to lend me tic book 
containing the prnces-vurbiw# of tho meetings of the Consula-Gcncml which wore 
held in 1870. It appears from these procftf-Mr&attr that & Circular was issued by 
Cltgrif Pasha to the representatives of tho Powers in connection with the levy of 
light dim Further, Otooulare were scut on the 7th May and on the 2Sth May, 1870. 
I have not been able to obtain copies of these Circulars, It is probable flint they exist 
in the arehtvoH of the Foreign Office, and a reference to them might throw somo light 
on the question of how far tho Egyptian Government claimed in 1,808-70 to impose 
whatever light due* it thought fit. One point, however, in quite clear, Although I 
cannot, point to any document which lays down explicitly what arc the righto df the 
Egyptian Government and the Bower* respectively in this matter, it is certain that the 
Tariff of 1870 wag settled in consultation with tho Representatives of ike Powers, 
lutleod, it was based on a Export made by a Commission composed of the members of 
the Diplomatic arid Consular Corps in Egypt, Under those eke u instance h, it appeara 
to me difficult for the Egyptian Government to make good its drum to iMoShfid 
liberty of action in tbit matter. Hie right of the Powers to take part in the settlement 
of the Tariff wau tacitly, if not explicitly, recognised in 1870, 

More than this, under Article 13 of the Tariff of 1870, the Egyptian Government 
took an engagement to publish* a “Budget dea Bhores" every year, and, as the 
augmentation or diminution of the duty was made to depend on the budget by reason 
of a prevision p reared in consultation with the Eopresuntativo* of tho Powers, it is 
not, 1 think, a stmined inference to conclude that those Representatives wore to the 
future to have some voice in the matter. I believe that I am correct in stating that 
for a few years subsequent to 1870, the Budget was regularly published. Then the 
practice of publication tell into abeyance* Complaints were made on ike subject, hut 
it. is not one that now possesses much practical importance. During the last few 
yiara a general Budget I ms been regularly published, which Includes amongst its items 
the revenue and expenditure of the Lighthouse Administration, 

In spite of my earnest desire to & anything that is reasonable in the direction of

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freeing Egypt from international fcmtniuols, I am not prepared to recommend that the 
Egyptian Government should be left entirely free to Impose whatever transit duties it 
pleases on the trade to and Item the East; for in reality the light dues now constitute 
a heavy transit duty, and it cannot bo any longer said that they are merely levied to 
cover the expenditure incident oil tho lighthouse. 

if your Lordship agrees to this"view, tho questkm would arise aa to what 
restrictions should he imposed on the liberty of action of the Egyptian Government. 
X do not think It would bo advisable to repeat, in the Convention now under discussion, 
the words of the Treaty of 1801 without qualification. 

It would, I dare say, be possible to arrive at some fairly satisfactory arrangement 
in connection with this subject, but I do not propose to go into tho question at 
present. 

Since Tigrane Pasha’s note was written, I have received your Lordship's despatch 
No. 1, Commercial, of tho 2nd January, i have not yet commenced m'gotjjiti.ons 
with t he Egyptain Government on the subject of the reduction of the light duns, as I 
thought it desirable to finish the discussions on tho GommmeromL Convention before 
mooting this subject, But I propose shortly to deal with the question. The rights of 
tho Egyptian Government will then necessarily hove to be considered, 

I may add tliat, although I will do my best to obtain some reduction of I he light 
duw, I am confident that I cannot obtain acceptance of the proposals made by tho 
Beard of Trade in their letter of Ike 2-itii December without using far gteoiiger 
procure than would be at ail desirable, or than the circumstances of tho case would 
appear to justify,

My Lord, Coire, March 20, 1839* 

I HAVE t\m honour to reply to your Lordship's despatch No, 1, Commercial, of 
the 2nd January, 

In tMa despatch your Lordship inclosed some printed correspondence respecting 
tho lighthouses in the Jted and Persian Gulf, Thu most important document in 
thin collection is the letter from the Board of Trade to the Foreign Office dated the 
21th Braembcr, 1888. In this letter it is pointed out that the capital expenditure 
required ter the construction of the lighthouses and lightships deemed necessary Ja 
the Bed Sou and off Capo Girard&M would amount to 110,0001., and that a sum of 
20,0001, a-yaar was necessary to provide (1) ter the maintenance of the lights j 
(2) for interest at the rate of 4| per cent, on the original capital outlay \ (3) for a 
sinking tend sufficient to jmy oil the capital expenditure in fifty years. 

It is further proposed by the Board of Trade that the Egyptian light dues should 
he reduced to an extent that would set free a sum of about 60,0001 a-year, ami that 
the amount so act free should he devoted to the establishment and mumtenance of the 


additional lights required in the Ecd Sea and off Cape Guardaftii. 

In my despatch to vour Lordship No, 13, Commercial, of the 4th instant I 
informed your Lordship that I proposed shortly to commence negotiations on this 
subject. There ivns never any prospect of my lining able to obtain such large conces¬ 
sions ns those for which the Board of Trade asks. But I had hoped that I might 
perhaps he nhlo to obtain certain concessions which would at all events do something 
in, tho direction of the requirement of the Board of Trade. I I save not, however, 
yet made ntiy communication to tho Egyptian Government on the subject, it Is 
with great regret that I have now to submit to your Lordship my opinion that tho 
moment is singularly inopportune for commencing any negotiations on the subject. 

It is very natural that the Board of Trade should regard this question solely from 
tho point of view of the interests with which they are charged, and which they so ably 
defend. The question, however, hay another aspect, winch also merits very aprimiB 
consideration. In the first place, the effect upon the general financial situation of 
Egypt has to he considered* lii the second place, not only is Her Majesty's Govern- 
moot greatly interested in the stability and well-being of Egyptian finance, lmt also 
tho very important political question must be considered of how far, smd to what 
extent* diplomatic pressure should bo brought upon the Egyptian Government to 
insure (he adoption of a measure to which, in Egyptian interests, they would curtain!y 
be opposed. 

Further, as I shall presently show, it is extremely difficult to treat this question 
solely on its own merits, and without raising other issues which, although not 
directly connected with tho point immediately under discussion* will certainly lie 
raised by the Egyptian authorities if they are called upon to sacrifice a considerable 
portion of the revenue now derived from the light dues. 

Your Lordship w ill remember that a Coniereuee* which dealt with the Egyptian 
financial situation, assembled in London in the year 1884. Eventually a Budget woe 
framed and sanctioned by the Powers, which just permitted the Egyptian Government 
to pay the interest on its debt and to provide a sufficient sum for its administrative 
services. This Budget provided a net revenue for the Egyptian Government from 
the light dues of tiO,OOOL a-year. Apart, therefore, from the q ucetion of Treaty right, 
which is discuaaed in my despatch No. 13 of tho 4th March, tho Egyptian authorities 
contend, with some reason, Hint the Powers of their own accord gave them a revenue 
of 00.QOOL a-year from the light dues, and that if they arc now called upon to 
sacrifice any portion of that revenue, the Powers must point out to thorn how they 
can make good the deficit which would thus bo incurred. 

I may mention that, according te the Estimates of 18SB, tho net revenue derived 
from the light dues will be 65,000/., being &,QQ0/, in excess of the figure of tho 
London Convention. On the other hand, in respect to several itenia which figure on 
j lie Budget, it is now clear that the Estimates uf the London Convention were too 
optimist. 

Further, from the point of view of Egyptian finance, the moment is singularly 
inopportune for raising a question of this sort. Your LonUhip is aware that the low 
JtfjJu and the recent increase of military expenditure! has caused much e opburrauament,,

and that, even as matters now stand, it is not certain whether a deficit during the 
currant year will bo avoided. 

I have already stated that it is extremely difficult to treat this question solely on 
its own merits. I proceed, to explain somewhat further my reasons for making tills 
statement. 

The Egyptian authorities would naturally consider that they are jacked to forego 
a considerable revenue fer the rake of European, and principally English, co mm ercA! 
interests. They will then point out that there are several other points in respect to 
which their claims have not os yet received adequate consideration. 

The first of these A the payment of the Zeylft tribute, in respect to which I beg 
to refer your Lordship to my despatch No. 338 of the 30th October, 1888. Thera can, 

I think* be little doubt that, in respect to this point, the Egyptian Govern mient bos a 
very solid grievance. The expenditure on account of the tribute, amounting to about 
14,0001. a-ycar, was excluded by the Towers from tho Budget of the London 
Convention. The Ottoman ikg has been hauled down at Zeyla, The surplus revenues 
are paid into the Indian Treasury. For sonic while past the .Egyptian Government 
hfua had nothing whatever to do with the occupation or administration of this port 
and of the neighbouring country. Yet they continue to pay the tribute. 

In the second place, the Egyptian Government consider that they have a fair 
claim to be relieved of part of the, Suakin charges. On this subject I beg to refer 
your Lordship to the iiieloaures iu my despatch No. 33 of the I5th J iinuary. The 
rase of the Egyptian Government in respect to Suahin h not, in. my opinion* so strong 
os that in respect to Zcyla. Still, under all the circumstances of the case, they have* 

I venture to think, a fair claim for consideration. 

In tho third place, as your Lordship is aware, frequent complaints have been 
made here as to the charges for the Army of Occupation, which are deemed excessive. 
Ou this point X beg to refer your Lordship to my despatch No. 150 of tho 10th instant, 
in which I proposed that A Commission should be appointed to examine this question. 
Lastly, it has been frequently pointed out to me that Egypt has gained little or 
nothing by the construction of the Suez Canal, whilst the shares acquired by Her 
Majesty's Government some few years ago have enormously increased in value. 
Under all the circumstances of the rase, it is alleged that a lower rate of interest than 
5 per cent, might equitably be charged ou account of the shares now held by Her 
Majesty 1 ^ Government- I do not my that I concur in this argument, for if the 
Egyptian Govern mod t do not benefit by the Suez Canal, it Es mainly their own. fault 
for having voluntarily parted with their interest in the concern. I merely shite the 
argument in order to show the views which prevail here on this subject. 

If I could treat the question of the reduction of the light dues simultaneously 
with tho other questions to which I have alluded above—notably the Zoyln triljute 
and the Suakin expenditure—there might be some better prospect of arriving-at u 
satisfactory solution. When I wrote my despatch of the 4th March to your Lordship 
I hod soma hopes that this combination would be possible. But if, aa I now fear, ii 
is not for the present passible to settle the Zoyb and Sunkm questions in a sense 
satisfactory to Egypt, I venture to submit to your Lordship that it would not be 
desirable for me to oommknra negotiations with a view to insuring the reduction of 
the light dues* I could not arrive at any satisfactory solution without using stronger 
pressure than would, from a political point of view, be desirable, or than the circum¬ 
stances of the case would appear to justify, 

I trust, therefore, that your Lordship will allow the consideration of ibis question 

to be postponed tor the present,

In reply to ii previous coni muni ration from Her Majesty’s Government, M, Goblet 
stated that 'the competent Departments of the French Government were not yet m a 
petition to route a thorough oxamteation of the questions which might arise from the 
proposed scheme and Tariff, which, moreover, had net yet been communicated to them 
tv the Ottoman Government. 

He declared, further, that, in the opinion of the Government of the Republic, the 
number and position of the lights which were to he established on the Turkish coasts 
of the Red Sea, and to the maintenance of which the Powers would contribute, could' 
only be Wi?factori!y settled by an International Technical Commission. 

Her MnjestyV Government, however, took a different view of the expediency of 
sudi a Com mission :it the present moment, but they caused the French Government, to 
be informed Hint further proposals on the part of Her Majesty's Government would 
subeemumtiy he made. 

The note of the 27th April, 1SB9, however, so fax frern mentioning the views of 
the French Government, contains, on the contrary, declared ioos made in some sort in 
the rnwnfl 0 f the Maritime Powers without the French Government having boon invited 
to examine the effect of those declarations. 

In this position of a (Toil's, M. JSpullcr bogs me to direct the special attention of Her 
Majesty's Government to the terms of M. Goblet’s above-mentioned communication. of

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As I explrtitrad in iry despatch Ho. 6 of the ith March, i 'Jo aot think that-Her 
Majesty's Government would bo justified ia using the special position it occupies in 
Egypt in order to for® on the Egyptian Government any fiscal policy to which the latter 
may entertain strong objections. More than this, I think that the specif! interest taken 
by Her Majesty'** Government in Egyptian affaire maybe so far recognised na to view 
with favour any proposals made by the Egyptian G&veiatsWnt in 'ho direction of 
acquiring such liberty of action in respect to Cuatem4i crass Eegulntions and other 
I’-dminiftrative matted ao h generally pleased by purely autonomous Governments. 
Any moderate ccmcesawnj in this direction would he in general conformity with the 
polio v pursued by successive Governments of Her Majesty in Egypt. 

But as regards the Tariff l see no reason why any concessions should be made merely 
to increase the Egyptian revenue. Tho Tariff question nYust, 1 think, he re^rtirdei] in 
precisely the name my as if we were dealing with any other Government. We must 
make the best terms we can for British trade. 

Such arc the principles which guided me throughout the negotiations on this 

subject. „ „ 

l am not prepared to say that the Convention may not be improved in respect, 'o 
some details, hut, broadly speaking, my contention is that the arrangement ia one which 
is as favourable lo British trade as the eiremnstanceg of the ease admit. 

As regards the necessity for making a Treaty at all, it is perfectly true that the 
Portuguese Treaty with Turkey does not ejepiro till 1S0G. The new Anglo-Egyptian 
Convention could not, of course, come into force until the Portuguese Treaty ww either 
abrogated or modified. But this consideration does not in reality much affect the 
practical point at issue. If the Portuguese Treaty remains in force, British trade will 
not be in a worse position up to 18-9-6 than would have been the case had no fresh 
Convention heon signed, If, on the other hand* it is modified, it will have boon a distinct 
advantage to have signed the now Convention. The fact that the Portuguese Treaty 
has still seven years to ran baa not prevented the German Government from endeavouring 
to conclude n'Treaty with the Porto. Prom the diplomatic point of view there arc 
ceruin advantage in allowing the Tureo-German Treaty to precede the Anglo-Egyptian 
Convention, but I venture to point out that from the point of view of the intcresty of 
British trade the advantages lie in a precisely opposite direction. I bad very consider¬ 
able difficulty in obtaining the terms set forth in tbe draft now under the consideration 
of Iter Majesty's Government, and 3 am not at all prepared to say that 1 should be able 
to obtain the same terms after Germany had signed a Treaty with Turkey of a nature 
less favourable to foreign trade than the terms which I hove proposed. Obviously the 
Egyptian authorities will urge that they would prefer to abide by the German terms. 
This is, in fact, tbe real criu ot the whole question * If it be thought that better terms 
can be obtained at Constantinople for British trade than those embodied in the Egyptian 
Convention, by all means let those tatter terms lie modified. For instance, it would bo 
possible to Ml back on the proposal of an 8 per cent duty for certain goods, with higher 
duties for other goods. But if, a» I believe to he the case, the general 10 per cent, rate 
which 1 have proposed is on the whole more favourable than anything which can he 
negotiated at Constantine [do, I venture to think it would bo desirable te close with the 
offer iu soon an may be. 

I now turn to wane of the details, and let me say that it k especially in respect to 
these detail* that the various Department in London eon bo ot assistance to ran in 
negotiating the Convention. 

The Board of Trade wishes “ nil metals 1 * to be included on the 10 par cent. list. 
Such nlso, broadly speaking, has always been my own opinion* But I shall not be ably 
to carry a test which merely nays "all metals*’ and nothing more ; neither, indeed, ta It 
accessary in English interests to insist on such a tert. 

In tbe Egyptian Custom-house Returns gold and silver ornaments, plate* wntehea, 
clocks, find 11 orfemrie ” are clashed as motels. Again, under the head of '* Miscel¬ 
laneous' 1 there are a quantity of articles which arc made either wholly or in part of 
metal, huofc oa “articles de bureau,” hitberttasbery (qiuncaillerie), tamps, and musical 
inelrnmeuts; very few of tbose articles come from England. It would greatly facilitate 
the 11 ego tint umti to allow these articles to be excluded from tile 10 per cent list. 

■JSy original proposal won to include, biter alia, “all articles made of a single metal, 
and not in combination with other motels*” This toil is, however, open to some 
objection. For instance, bedsteads are imported fan considerable quantities from 
Hi ttiif but aifi they are gon orally made partly of brass and partly of iron, they would, 
under mv proposal, be cscluded from the 10 per cent, list, whereas 1 think tliat they 
should ta included.

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I pom ted out, in my despatch No. IS, that I was not in possession of any document 
I tearing oh Ibis subject prior te 1875, am] I suggested that the archives of the Foreign 
Office should be examined, with a special view to seeing whether the Circulars of the 7th 
and 28th May, 1870, threw any light on the subject. I have not received any answer 
on this point, Anything which will show that the Egyptian Government have not 
unrestricted liberty in dealing with the question of the Light dues would tend to 
strengthen my Mods. 

( have dwelt on tills aspect of the case in order that the difficulties of dealing with 
the question, may be more fully understood, hut T quite agree in the view expressed by 
the Board of Trade, that the only practical way of settling the matter is to deal with it 
simultaneously with the Commercial Convention. 

I should, however, at once say that it will be quite impossible for me to obtain the 
full application of the principle that the lighthouses should be self-supporting ami nothing 
more. Neither do 1 think it at. all probable that I shall be able to obtain a reduction to 
the extent of JO.OOOL a-ycar, which is the figure now mentioned by the Board of Trade. 

I shall bo well satisfied if I obtain a reduction of $0,000/. a-year, which is the figure men¬ 
tioned in my telegram of the 26t!i April, 1 understand from the correspondence 
inclosed in your Lordship's d^pateb No, 1 of the 2nd January that this is the amount 
required for the Construction of the new lighthouses. 

As regards the future, the Board of Trade “are strongly of opinion that any new 
Convention ought to reaffirm the principle admitted by the Egyptian Government in 
Article 13 of the Light .Dues Tariff of 1870, that the increase or diminution of light dues 
shall be dependent on the annual state of the Light Dues Budget.” 

I Agree with the Hoard of Trade in thinking that wo should try to obtain some pro¬ 
vision to regulate the future. 

Article !2 of the Tariff of 1870 is, as i have already pointed out, very vague, 
Something more precise is required. But the subject presents considerable difficulties, 
for, in return for a reduction of the dues to the extent I have proposed, viz,, SOjQGOJ. 
a-year, the Egyptian authorities are sure to insist strongly on some son of engagement 
which will relieve them from any further pressure on this subject for & term of years. 
IVbat l think I might, perhaps, do m this: to obtain a reduction of 30,0001. s-ycar, to- 
be effected directly the Commercial Convention comes into operation, with m engage- 
incut that a further reduction should be effected if during the currency of the Convention 
{ten years) the light dues revenue should exceed a certain figure. The amount of the 
reduction, u@ well as the figure at which the revenue would be fixed, would have to 
depend mainly on the concessions and counter-concessions made in connection with other 
portions of the Convention. 

For the present I have no further remarks to submit to your Lordship on this subject, 
but I hope to be in Loudon towards the end of July, when 1 can give any further verbal 
explanations which may 1m considered necessary, T venture to express a hope that, when 
i return to Egypt, towards the end of'September, the matter will be so far advanced that 
[ may be enabled to resume and to conclude the negotiations. The dilatory manner in 
which business is always conducted by the Porto baa given us time, but, for my own part, 
I um distinctly of opinion that it will tie desirable to conclude ilu arrangement with 
Egypt before the Porte comes to terms with any other Power. 

1 may add that 3 have taken a great deal of trouble over this question, and that, in 
view of the coiiflidemble difficulties of the situation, and notably the fact that it was 
notorious that worse terms were being negotiated at Constantinople, l was certainly 
under the impression that I Lad secured favourable terms for British trade. L was 
certainly more successful in this direction than 1 myself anticipated would be the case. 
It was with some feeling of disappointment that L learnt that these views were not 
altogether shared in Loudon* 1 can only say that I have done the best L can in British 
interests, and that the difficulties of denting with n matter of this sort, under the very 
peculiar circumstances iphich exist in this country, can perhaps be only fully appreciated 
by those who have had some practical experience of working the very delicate and 
complicated machine of government in Egypt.

i AM directed by the Board of Trade to state, in reply, to your I otter of this 
I8tb instoni, tranamittiog further papera relating to the Egyptian commercial nego¬ 
tiations, that tho Board of Trade have only ouo or t^ro obgcrvation# to make in Addition 
to the opinion expressed in thuir letter of the 13th instant in favour of Sir Evelyn 
Bating 1 A angge^titm for sukstitut-iug a more detailed list of art!dee of export from 
England for some of the general dewiriptsonj* in the proposed Convention. As ^stated 
in the above letter, the Board of Trade would be willing to co-operate inti rawing; tip 
such a lktj 1 ’or which a favourable opportunity would seem to present Itself in the 
approaching visit of Sir Evelyn Baring to this country. 

Aa stated in the above letter of the 12th instobt, the Board of Trade are able to 
concur generally with Sir Evelyn Baring’s remarks, and with the assistance of the 
detailed lists which he suggests. Sir Evelyn Baring would apparently he in toll 
possession of the views of the Government in the matter, and 21 complete understanding 
with the Egyptian Government would apparently now be practicable. 

I am mao ho point out that the opinion a oi the experts whom tho Foreign Office 
have consulted are such as to confirm the views expressed by the Board of Trade in 
their former letters. They would draw special attention to the expediency of including 
woollen and worsted yarns and tissues among the textiles which are to bo admitted 
subject to a l 6 per cent, duty only, A dimanlty will apparently be presented f*H 
regards the admission of woollen and worsted tissues with one or less threads 0 ) silk 
only, which one of the experts is desirous of having put on tho 10 per cent, list as 
well as other tissues, while the Egyptian Government objects to tissue# of any sort 
mixed with silt being admitted as freely as other tissues j but the difficulty may 
perhaps be got over by a more detailed list of articles such as Sir E. Bit ring suggest#. 

3 am further to observe that in these observation#, which they think it expedient 
not to delay, the Board of Trade find they have act bad the advantage of having 
before them Lord Salisbury’s despatch of the 30th May to which Sir Evelyn Baring’s 
despatch of the 10 th June, with which tho present papers begin, is a reply. They are 
aware from tho Foreign Office letter of tho 30th May to the Board of Trade that 11 sc 
views of the Board of Trade ua to lighthouse duos bad been maintained In the 
negotiations with the Egyptian Government, and that the Foreign Office concurred 
generally iu the terms of the Board of Trade totter of the 21 st May, but it would 
neverthefa&s bo convenient that all the papers should bo cummunleatcd,
